FOREIGN MINISTRY SPOKESMAN HAILS ARAB PEACE PLAN

[Text] Bangladesh has warmly welcomed the Arab peace plan adopted at the 
just concluded Arab summit in Fez and hoped that peace and stability would 
soon prevail in Lebanon, reports BSS. 


A spokesman of the Foreign Ministry on Tuesday described the peace plan as 
an achievement for the 900 million Muslims of the world. 


He believed that the initiative taken by the Arab summit would lead to a 
permanent peace in the Middle East and achieve for the heroic people of 
Palestine their legitimate rights. 


The spokesman said, the Government of Bangladesh had expressed great satis- 
faction at the highly successful outcome of the summit meeting of the heads 
of Arab states just concluded in Fez. The solem display of unity by the 
Arab leaders has ushered in a new era for the Muslim ummah. 


Bangladesh, the spokesman said, warmly welcomed the Arab peace plan adopted 
in the summit meeting as an achievement for and on behalf of the 900 million 
Muslims of the world. 


Bangladesh believes that this initiative will lead to a permanent peace in 
the Middle East, and achieve tor the heroic people of Palestine their legiti- 
mate rights including an independent Palestinian state, with Jerusalem as its 
capital. 


The Government of Bangladesh also expressed its sincere hope that peace and 
stability would soon prevail in Lebanon, the spokesman added.

PUBLIC WORKS PROGRAM UPGRADED TO MINISTERIAL WING

[Text] The Government has upgraded the cell for Works Programme into a 
full-fledged ministerial wing and allocated larger funds for the programme 
this year, the Minister for Local Government, Mr Mahbubur Rahman, said on 
Tuesday, reports BSS. 


Of the total Tk 1,000 crore planned to be spent in next eight years in Works 
Programme, he said, TK 50 crore had been earmarked for the current fiscal 
year and Tk 120 crore for the following two years to generate increase devel- 
opment activities, particularly in rural areas. 


The Minister told officials of the Works Programme wing and its foreign 
consultants at a meeting that an amount of Tk 450 crore had been linked-up 
and indications for more funds from abroad were received by the Government. 


Unlike in the past, Mr Rahman pointed out, the programme had been organised 
into a full-fledged wing with provisions for accountability for both use of 
funds and progress achieved. The accountability in the past was ‘poor’, he 
added. 


The Minister said that the elevation of the two decade-old cell that ran on 
‘adhoc’ basis into a wing of the Ministry of Local Government indicated the 
importance the present Government attached to it especially to step up the 
pace of progress in rural areas. 


He said with the increased allocation of Tk 50 crore this year compared to 
the average annual allocation of Tk 15 crore since independence the Govern- 
ment would concentrate more in building rural infrastructure in backward and 
distressed areas. 


Mr Rahman said the execution of the Works Programme would be made through 
people's participation. The local bodies like union, thana and zilla 
parishads would play vital role for execution and the ministerial wing would 
oversee the functioning. 


The Works Programme Wing, he added, would have officials at the thana level 
and would formulate development programmes and take policy decisions for 
promoting rural communications and irrigation facilities. 

















The Works Programme, he said, would be entirely development-—oriented in 
keeping with the policy of the present Covernment. Part of it would also 
be directed towards urban areas and for this Tk 40 crore has been earmarked 
under 2nd Five-Yeur Plan. 


A major objective of setting up the wing, he added, was to reduce “misuse 
and misappropriation of funds". The projects would be taken up solely on 
the basis of “merit” uninfluenced by “political or personal considerations”, 
he added.

STATUS OF DEPUTY DISTRICT COMMISSIONERS TO BE RAISED

[Text] The status of the Deputy Commissioners of the Districts will be 
upgraded to that of the Joint Secretary to the government under the changed 
administrative set up. 


The present status of the Deputy Commissioners is equivalent to the Deputy 
Secretary of the government. There are six districts where Deputy Conm- 
missioners are even below the rank of the Deputy Secretary. 


Likewise the status of the Chief Executive of the thanas which will become 
the hub of the national activities will be that of Additiona! Deputy Conm- 
missioners. 


The government has taken in hand 75 thanas for development in the first 
phase. There are in all 472 thanas throughout the country. There are 130 
thanas in Dacca Division, 127 thanas in Chittagong Division, 120 thanas in 
Rajshahi Division and 95 thanas in Khulna Division. 


The government is not abolishing all the subdivisions for the time being. 


Since subdivisional officers will be lower in rank and status than the Chief 
Executive Officer of the developed thanas, the thana chief executive offi- 
cers will directly deal with the Deputy Commissioners of their respective 
districts. 


The rank and status of the officials of other government agencies working 
in thanas, which will be taken for development will also be upgraded enabling 
them to take on the spot decision.

NE WIN SPEAKS ON PROPOSED CITIZENSHIP LAW 
BK130126 Rangoon Domestic Service in Burmese 1345 GMT 8 Oct 82 


[Speech by U Ne Win, chairman of the Burma Socialist Program Party [BSPP] 
given 8 October at the seventh meeting of the BSPP Central Committee held in 
the conference hall of the presidential compound on Ahlone Road, Rangoon-- 
recorded] 


[Text] Dear comrade members of the Central Committee: The topic I will dis- 
cuss today concerns an important law--that is, I will explain the Burmese 
citizenship law. If I am to explain this law, it will be necessary to explain 
its background. I have no desire to hurt anyone when explaining the history 
behind it; however, since I shail be citing actual incidents, there may be 
instances where some may be affected. My intention, however, is to avoid this 
and I will try to avoid it in my speech. 


First, I wish to discuss the period when Burma was enslaved. Part of Burma 
was under foreign occupation in 1824, and gradually, after several wars, our 
whole country was enslaved. As all of you know, we were emancipated from 
bondage and (?officially) regained our independence on 4 January 1948. Thus, 
in the transition period from 1824 to 4 January 1948, foreigners or aliens 
flocked into our country without restraint and resided in Burma. The main 
reason for their coming was to earn their living. 


The first batch of foreigners to come was the British, who ruled our country. 
Later, multitudes of their attendants and followers followed them. Allow me 
not to elaborate further. We, the citizens of Burma, were not able to decide 
the fate of our own country in the period between 1824 and 4 January 1948. We 
had to put up with whatever others were doing. 


At the time of our independence in 1°48,. there were genuine citizens, resi- 
dent aliens, and offspring of intermarriages between citizens and aliens, as 
well as offspring of the foreigners themselves in the country. Thus, when we 
attained independence, our country had a mixed population of genuine citi- 
zens and descendants of citizen-foreigner marriages as well as of the for- 
eigners themselves. 


Therefore, after independence, a problem arose, namely, to find a solution for 
the resident foreigners and the mixed blood [thwe hnaw] people. Our 




















deliberations to solve the problem resulted in the emergence of a law the 
Union Citizenship Act, 1948. This act came into force as law No 66 on 4 Jan- 
uary 1948. The second law to be enacted was law No (?76)--the Union Citizen- 
ship Election Act, 1948--which only came into force on 9 May 1948. 


The objective of the first law was to define who were the genuine citizens 

and what their rights were. The other act was to solve the citizenship prob- 
lem of those who had come from abroad. These people were already in the coun- 
try at the time of independence. They were thus given the option to apply 

for Burmese citizenship. Since there were conditions stipulated in the act, 
citizenship was, of course, not granted freely when applications were submitted. 
Let me cite some important points of the acts. Article (?5) of the Union Cit- 
izenship Act stated: 


The following persons born after the state constitution had come into force 
shall be citizens of the union: 


a. A person born in the union of parents one of whom is a union citizen: 

when the father of that person is a citizen of a foreign country, should that 
person fail to declare within 1 year of attaining majority the renunciation 
of his/her foreign citizenship and the option to continue retaining union 
citizenship, the union citizenship of that person will cease after the expira- 
tion of that 1 year. 


b. A person born outside the union whose father is a union citizen, provided 
he has registered at the union consular office concerned within the period 
and in accordance with the procedures (?specified in this act). 


c. A person born outside the union of parents one of whom is a union citizen 
serving as a public servant of the union government: When one of the parents 
of that person is a foreigner, should that person fail to declare within 1 
year of attaining majority the renunciation of his/her foreign citizenship 
and the option to continue retaining union citizenship, the union citizenship 
of that person will cease after the expiration of that 1 year. 


I choose to mention this in particular because [words indistinct]. When a 
child born of parents one of whom is a union citizen attains majority, he 
must come forward to state thst he does not wish to be a foreigner, but 

that he wishes to be a Burmese citizen. In other words, even persons with 
native blood must follow this procedure. Those who made this law did so per- 
haps inadvertently, because according to this act, if a person fails to de- 
clare his choice of Burmese citizenship and to renounce his foreign citizen- 
ship in the presence of authorities when he is 18 yeass of age, he loses the 
citizenship after 1 year, or when he is 19. This is one point. 


Article 7 of the same act states: A foreigner may apply for a naturalized 
citizenship certificate from the minister if he meets the following require- 
ments: 1) has reached 18 years of age; 2) has resided in the union or under 
the sovereignty of the union continuously for at least 5 years before the 
application was submitted. If the minister accepts and is satisfied with 
the facts as stated, he may grant a naturalized citizenship certificate to 
the applicant.

I will cite only what is relevant and omit the rest. A foreigner who ha 
reached 18 years of age and has resided inthe union or under the soverei;nty 
of the union continuously for at least 5 years before the application was sub- 
mitted may apply for naturalized citizenship. You may not have noticed some- 
thing in the text of the law I just read. It states: If the minister ac- 
cepts and is satisfied with the facts as stated, he may grant a naturalized 
citizenship certificate to the applicant. It means that one minister has the 
authority to do what he pleases. It seems that just one minister is author- 
ized to handle such matters with full authority. 


Moreover, there is yet another point in the same act concerning people who 
came to our country and whom I did not mention earlier to avoid hurting 
then. 


Article 13 of the act states: A person who has faithfully served in the union 
armed forces either continuously for 3 years or for a total of at least 3 years 
may apply for naturalized citizenship while in the service or within 6 months 
after completion of service. With the following exceptions, should that per- 
son follow all the other provisions of this act, he may be granted a natural- 
ized citizenship certificate: 


l. He/she may not state his/her intention beforehand; 
2. He/she may not be required to have resided in the union. 


There were many public service personnel serving the British who had come to 
Burma and emphasis was given to those serving in the armed forces. I shall 
say only this much concerning this law. 


Another act is the Union Citizenship Election Act, 1948. Let me read article 3 
of that act: — 


Any person who has the following qualifications may apply for a naturalized 
citizenship certificate from the district officer concerned: 


a. Born in a territory under the sovereignty of his majesty the king of Eng- 
land. 


The implications of this requirement are very extensive. At that time, the 
sovereignty of Britain was so extensive that there was a saying: The sun 
never sets on the British empire. So, anybody who resided within the « apire 
was given the chance to come and stay in our country. In other words, we 
were giving special privileges. Since we are associating on good terms with 
the whole world, we cannot emphasize our relationship with just one country. 
We must be fair. 


Subarticle b of the same article 3 states: Persons who have resided within 
the sovereignty of the Union of Burma for 8 years [words indistinct]. 


Those who were in Burma and who met the above requirements were required to 
apply for Burmese citizenship, stating that they wished to stay in Burma. 





On the Burmese Government side, departments concerned had to scrutinize 
whether the facts stated were accurate or not before issuing the natural- 
ized citizenship certificate. 


Some of the foreigners in Burma were illiterate and some of them did not even 
know that this law existed. The result was that they did not apply for citi- 
zenship. There are many of them even today and if we were to take action 
against them, it would never end. We would be burdened with extraneous work 
while they would face difficulties. 


Among other things, what was bad and what should never have been done is what 
we had said <ll along even before our party was founded, that is, never give 
an individual authoritarian power. 


At that time, with their own way of thinking, they endowed an individual with 
authoritarian power. Since that person was given that power, whatever he 
decided was all right. Understandably, there were shortcomings when dealing 
with people who had come here before independence. But there were also peo- 
ple, despite coming here after 1948--that is, after independence--who were 
given citizenship certificates. Are there not? 


So, we just cannot stand idly by with folded arms while there are individuals 
who came here after independence but who had been given citizenship. As I 
have mentioned earlier, after attaining independence in 1948, we were faced 
with a major problem concerning foreigners who had come here. Therefore 
these two acts were passed to deal with them. But the acts were not imple- 
mented effectively and therefore we still have the problem concerning these 
people even today. 


If we observe the situation, the people are also living in fear. Until today, 
these people have no stable life. There are many of them. Therefore, for the 
sake of these people's peace of mind and [words indistinct] we are working 
systematically. They will be able to live in peace and on our side--the 
state--we must be magnanimous. We must be magnanimous in practice also. Some 
of these people, foreigners who are in Burma, are descendants of people who 
had entered more than 100 years ago. That is, circa 1830, 1835 and 1840. Be- 
fore independence, these people continued to retain their original citizen- 
ship. But after independence, although some of them left, there were people 
who stayed behind and who were confused as to what their identity was. We 
must not be indifferent to the plight of these people or have an attitude of 
letting them fend for themselves. If we assume such an attitude, these peo- 
ple will suffer. They have no place to go to [words indistinct]. These are 
the people who had come here from ancient times; that is, since the first 
Anglo-Burmese war. 


Later also, before the 1941 war began or before the 1948 independence, people 
came here. We must draft a new citizenship law to solve these problems as it 
is impossible to drive these people out after they have been here for so many 
years. Hence, we need to show good will toward them and allow them to stay 
in peace. 
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In our present law, we call them resident citizens [ae naingantha]. This is 
because, at one time, all we had in the country were genuine citizens. tut 
these people came here as "guests" and either did not go back or circumstances 
were such that they had to settle here. We must be considerate and magnani- 
mous. Although we must be considerate and magnanimous toward them, we must 
not be magnanimous to the extent that they will pose a danger to us. By 
magnanimicty, we mean they should be allowed to stay in this country and to 
have the right to earn a living in a fair manner. However, in matters at- 
fecting the destiny of the country, they should be excluded. This is not be- 
cause we hate them, but in practice, if we were to put them in a place where 
they could decide the fate of the country, our country would be in trouble if 
they could not fulfill the responsibilities or if they [words indistinct]. 


Let me cite an example concerning some people among these resident citizens 
[words indistinct]. After independence, some of them left Burma, while some 
of their family members remained behind. 


Some people who left this country--for instance, Indians--did not go back to 
India. Instead they settled in Singapore, Hong Kong or America. Some Cninese 
also did not go back to China, but went to Singapore, Hong Kong, Australia or 
America. Say, for example, some relatives or a brother remain here. One 
brother is working in Hong Kong, another in England. They keep contact with 
each other and try to smuggle out our goods and engage in blackmarketeering. 
This is a fact. Since we know their habit--that they would do anything to 
earn money--would it be feasible for us to put them in organizations which 
decide the fate of the country? Therefore, we will not be able to give them 
full citizenship and full rights. They will, however, get their due rights. 
We will make sure that they earm commensurate with their work and that they 
will earn enough to meet their food and other requirements. We cannot do more 
than this. 


I have explained the background and now I will explain the Burmese citi anship 
law which we have prepared. Until a certain time in the future, under the 
new citizenship law, there will be three categories of citizenship--genuine 
citizen, resident-citizen and naturalized citizen. Those who are nationals 

of pure blood will be genuine citizens. There are those who came to Burma 
before independence from other countries and who cannot go back. Some of 
these people, who knew about the two acts, applied for citizenship while others 
who did not know about the law did not. For those who have applied, we will 
scrutinize whether they meet the requirements under the abovementioned two 
laws, and if they do meet the requirements, we will grant them resident- 
citizenship. Those who did not know about the laws will be asked to submit 
applications and if they do meet the requirements, we will grant them natural- 
ized citizenship. Thus, we will have three categories: genuine citizens, 
resident citizens and naturalized citizens. 


What is the difference between resident citizens and naturalized citizens? 
Although both categories of people came here before independence, the dil- 
ference will be those who have and those who have not yet applied for citizen- 
ship. Those who have not submitted the applications will, comparatively, be 
considered to have a bigger problem than those who have. 
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In the Union Citizenship Act, 1948, those born of parents one of whom is a citi- 
zen have to declare at the time of attaining majority the decision to renounce 
foreign citizenship and take up Burmese citizenship. But in our law, if that 
person has our blood from either of the parents, he is not required to 

go and pledge allegiance or take oath within 1 year. He automatically becomes 

a citizen. 


Regarding resident-citizens and naturalized citizens, I have to say that al- 
though there will be three categories currently, for some time, ultimately 
there will be only a single type of citizenship in the future. There will be 
no more resident-citizens and naturalized citizens. How will this come about? 
Some people will become resident-citizens when they meet the requirements. 

We are calling them resident-citizens because we do not have complete trust in 
them, but it would not be fair to let generation after generation of these 
people to remain resident-citizens and be denied the rights of genuine citi- 
zens. As I said earlier, at the moment we do trust the resident-citizens. To 
recall the example I cited, one of them stays in Hong Kong, one in Burma and 
another in England for nefarious purposes. However, such contacts may end 

in a couple of generations. By that time, the third generation inour country 
will be given genuine citizenship and will have equal rights with others. The 
same will apply to naturalized citizens. 


Are we to deny all their generations of genuine citizenship? Will they never 
attain tha: status? No, the third generation will be given genuine citizen- 
ship. That is why I mentioned earlier that although there will be three cate- 
gories of citizenship today, there will only be one type of citizenship in 
our country in the third generation from now. Grandchildren of resident- 
citizens and naturalized citizens will be given genuine citizenship only when 
the current generation, their offspring and the third generation themselves 
reside in our country as law-abiding people and if they do not commit detri- 
mental acts. If they break the law, their grandchildren will not become 
genuine citizens. We shall have to consider wht action to take and stipulate 
it in the law for those people who break the law. 


The current law is, therefore, aimed firstly at alleviating the problem of 
people who came here before independence and who do not now know whose citi- 
zens they are. They can now stay in our country if they meet the requirements. 
Moreover, if they continue to stay as law-abiding people, their third generation 
will become genuine citizens. It is vital that they know this. I want to 
advise these people to live as law abiding people, giving due consideration 

to what we have done for them. 


We, the genuine citizens or the Burmese people, should not discriminate against 
them with the excuse that they have come from other countries. Please under- 
stand that one day, we and these people will share weal and woe as fellow 
travelers in the same boat. 


As all of you know, we took quite some time to draft this law, including the 
process of submitting it to the whole country for advice. I do not know how 
many times the law was redrafted at the lower levels, but I do know that it 
has been rewritten about six times since it was first submitted to me. 
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Even then I now notice we have omitted something--I found out about it only 
this morning when I was preparing to deliver this address. Th-t point is 
mentioned in the part concerning acts detrimental to the state committed by 

a genuine citizen. Nobody can stop a person from being a citizen wless he 
commits acts detrimental to the state. There is also a part which mentions 
giving a person some sort of responsibility so as to redeem himself. A parti- 
cular point is missing here, and I am just mentioning this now so as to avoid 
any future arguments. 


The point to add is: a citizen shall not have the right to divest himself 
of his citizenship during any war in which the state is engaged. We must 
add this. This point is mentioned in the parts dealing with resident-citi- 
zens and naturalized citizens but we inadvertently omitted this where genuine 
citizens are concerned. 


Therefore, on page 5 after paragraph 13 we must add it as paragraph 14. Para- 
graph 13 says: A citizen shall not have the right to accept the citizenship 
of another country. Paragraph 14 will read: A citizen shall nor have the 
right to divest himself of his citizenship during any war in which the state 
is engaged. If we do not insert this portion, some may come up with the ex- 
cuse that they no longer want to be citizens during a war period so as to 
avoid having to fight. That is all I have to say. [applause]

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MAUNG MAUNG KHA ADDRESSES CONGRESS SESSION

[Text] Rangoon, 12 Oct (AFP)--Basic consumer goods and medicines in the con- 
sumer price index went up 5.2 percent in the year ending in May 1982, and 
inflation stood at 2.33 percent, Prime Minister Maung Maung Kha told the 
People’s Congress on the opening day of its third session today. 


Money in circulation, up until February, totalled 9,030 million kyats (1,231 
million dollars), 11.34 percent up from February 1981 while savings reached 
2,970 million kyats (405 million dollars) as of February 1982, the prime 
minister said in a state-of-nation report yesterday. 


He told the congress that the increase of money in circulation was due to the 
implementation of projects aimed at increased production in agriculture and 
other commodities. 


Burma has already achieved exports worth 631 million kyats (86 million dollars) 
of the 1,658.8 million kyats (226.3 million dollars) contracted. The country 
aims to export goods to the value of 4,250.8 million kyats (584 million dol- 
lars) in 1982-83. 


Burma has also changed over to a five-day working week, effective Monday. Now 
state employees will enjoy two days off weekly. 


Office workers are to work 35 hours weekly, seven hours a day, with weekends 
and holidays off. A 40-hour, five-day work week has been set for factory 
employees working on a single or two-shift system. 


Some 1.5 million state employees will benefit from this change. Previously 
they worked a 44-hour week. 


An announcement by the Council of Ministers said authorities had decided to 
adopt this work schedule so as to increase productivity and allow government 
employees more time for rest and recreation. 


Another reason for the changeover is to conserve energy, informed sources said. 
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Burma is currently facing a shortage of energy and may be forced to import 
crude oil to supplement local production in order to meet the fuel demands 


of on-going projects. It has not imported crude oil since 1974. 
Meanwhile, the People’s Congress currently in session, continued into its 


second day with discussions on the state-of-nation reports submitted Monday 
by the various power organs. The People's Congress concludes Thursday.

GANDHI REPORTED TO EXPAND RESHUFFLED CABINET 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 12 Sep 82 pp 1, 7 


[Text] Prime Minister Indira Gandhi on Saturday inducted up Congress-I 
President Mohsina Kidwai into her government as a Minister of State in a 
surprise move which has sparked speculations that the State's government and 
party machinery may be refurbished in the wake of the communal! tension. 


Mrs Candhi had expanded and reshuffled her Cabinet on 2 September changing 
the portfolios of a number of senior Ministers. This was followed the same 
evening with changes in the Congress-I high command. 


Mrs Kidwai has been made a Minister of State for Labour and Rehabilitation. 


She took her oath of office together with four others who had been inducted 
into the Government on 2 September but had not been sworn in as they were not 
in the Capital. 


The Cabinet expansion was announced in a Rashtrapati Bhavan communique after 
Mrs Gandhi returned from Srinagar where she had gone to attend the funeral! 
of Sheikh Abdullah. 


At a simple ceremony held at the panel room of the Rashtrapati Bhavan in the 
morning, President Zail Singh administered the oath of office to Mrs Kidwai 
and three other Ministers of State and a Deputy Minister. 


The other three Ministers of State sworn in were Mr Virbhadra Singh, Mr 
S S B Pattabhirama Rao and Mr Ramchandra Rath and Deputy Minister Chulam 
Nabi Azad. 


Vice-President M Hidayatullah, Prime Minister Indira Gandhi, her Cabinet 
colleagues, including External Affairs Minister P V Narasimha Rao, Home 
Minister P C Sethi and number of MPs were present on the occasion. 


All the five Ministers took their oath of office and secrecy in English. 


The Rashtrapati Bhavan communique also announced that the Department of 
Ecology has been redesignated as Department of Environment. 
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With this expansion, the Central Council of Ministers will have 18 Cabinet 
Ministers, including the Prime Minister, 25 Ministers of State and 18 
Deputy Ministers. 


The portfolios of the new Ministers of State are: Mr Pattabhirama Rao 
(Finance), Mr Ramachandra Rath (Chemicals), Mr Virbhadra Singh (Industry) 
and Mrs Mohsina Kidwai (Labour and Rehabilitation) and Deputy Minister 
Ghulam Nabi Azad (Law).

PREPARATIONS FOR GANDHI VISIT TO MOSCOW DESCRIBED 
Madras THE HINDU in English 9 Sep 82 p 9

[Text] New Delhi, Sept. 8. 


The preparations for the Prime Minister's visit to the Soviet Union are 
proceeding at a brisk pace, paying due attention to the details of her talks 
with the Soviet leaders on both bilateral and internal issues, so that the 
trip turns out to be a milestone in Indo-Soviet relations. 


An advance party of senior officials drawn from different Ministries will 
be leaving for Moscow during the week-end to prepare the ground for the 
meeting of the joint commission before the External Affairs Minister, Mr. 
P. V. Narasimha Rao, arrives there on September 14 on a week-long visit. 


After the conclusion of the two-day session of the joint commission, Mr. 
Narasimha Rao will stay on for a few more days to await the arrival of Mrs. 
Indira Gandhi on September 20 and assist her in her talks with the Soviet 
leaders before she leaves for Kiev and Kalinin. He will then fly back to 
Delhi and leave a few days later for New York for the U.N. General Assembly 
session. 


It is customary for the Soviet Government to conclude a series of economic 
protocols and credit agreements during the visits of high foreign dignitaries 
to consolidate relations. The joint commission will approve a number of 
Soviet-aided projects and other cooperation programmes for announcement during 
Mrs. Gandhi's visit. 


No return banquets: The Soviet Government has dispensed with the formality 
of return banquets by visiting foreign dignitaries to avoid unnecessary 
strain to Mr. Brezhnev and give no excuse to the critics to attribute 
political motives for his absence due to health reasons. There will be 

only one round of talks with Mr. Brezhnev, although he will be present at the 
official banquet and also at the airport at the time of her arrival and 
departure. 





The Prime Minister is visiting the Soviet Union at a time when there are 
some signs of improvement in Sino-Soviet relations and also a slight 
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lessening of tensions in Europe after the recent Soviet-—American strains. 
Ic will be a good occasion for her to urge the Soviet leaders to start at 
least reducing their military presence in Afghanistan to open the way for a 
negotiated settlement of the problem. 


But it is considered highly doubtful whether the Soviet leadership will 
respond to any such suggestion even from a friendly couniry like India which 
has gone out of its way to give it the benefit of doubt over its undefendable 
action in Afghanistan. 


There is little hope of any reversal of Soviet policy at a time when the 
Kremlin is preparing for a change over to a new leadership after Mr. 
Brezhnev's exit from the scene. The present Prime Minister, Mr. Tikonov, 
also is regarded as part of a stop-gap arrangement pending the emergence of 
new personalities with new power equations. 


The whole accent of India's relationship with the Soviet Union at present is 
on keeping the continuity of close contacts without undue identification with 
the Soviet policy pursuits. The relationship has stood the test of time and 
proved useful to India which sees no justification at all for any dilution 

in the name of maintaining a better balance in its dealings with Moscow and 
Washington. 


Attitude of communists: But at the same time Mrs. Gandhi has been making no 
secret of her disappointment with the Soviet leadership for not exerting its 
influence on Indian communists to desist from adopting a hostile attitude 
towards her Government. During the recent parliamentary debate on the 
no-confidence motion, she referred to the two communist parties and their 
"mentors" which caused quite a flutter among Soviet bloc diplomats here. 


The Soviet Union, on the other hand, seems to be proceeding on the assump- 
tion that there has been a perceptible change in India's attitude and that 
the country was now going out of its way to befriend the United States. 
Anything that Mrs. Gandhi says during the talks in Moscow would be carefully 
analysed by the Soviet leaders for unmistakable signs of a change in 
direction. 


But otherwise Mrs. Gandhi is assured of a very warm and affectionate welcome 
as a valued friend of the Soviet Union. She will be heard with respect and 
without any resentment even on an issue like Afghanistan. 


A number of pending matters relating to defence cooperation are likely to 
figure during these discussions. The Soviet policy on such occasions is to 
assure the visiting dignitaries of every possible assistance leaving the 
details to be worked out by experts in due course.

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GANDHI TO EXAMINE CONGRESS-I LEADERSHIP IN STATES 


Madras THE HINDU in English 13 Sep 82 p 1

[Text] New Delhi, Sept. 12. 


The Prime Minister, Mrs. Indira Gandhi, today met separately several more 
Congress (I) leaders from Andhra Pradesh, including the Pradesh Congress 
Committee (I) President, six Ministers and one zilla parishad chairman, to 
ascertain their views on the proposed changes in the State. 


The Chief Minister, Mr. B. Venkatram, who arrived from Hyderabad this morning, 
is due to meet her after Mrs. Gandhi's thinking has crystallised into some 
sort of decision. 


But meanwhile almost all the Andhra leaders, who met her yesterday and 
today, are reported to have told her, with only one or two exceptions, that 
unless a more dynamic person is installed as Chief Minister and given a free 
hand in reconstituting the Ministry drastically by dropping some of the 
incompetent ones from the present Cabinet, the Congress (I) will not be 
able to face the NTR wave and give a good account of itself in the forth- 
coming Assembly elections. 


Drastic Steps 


The Prime Minister, too, seems to be veering round to the view that some 
drastic steps have to be taken soon to refurbish the party's sagging image 
with a new Chief Minister at the helm. But she is awaiting the return of 
the Finance Minister, Mr. Pranab Mukherjee, from Washington late tonight 
to seek his advice before taking the necessary decision. 


The External Affairs Minister, Mr. P. V. Narasimha Rao, is due to leave for 
Moscow on Tuesday morning and, if no decision is taken tomorrow, it means 
that the issue will have to be settled in his absence, since he is going to 
be away from Delhi for ten days. But since his views are fully known to 
her, she can take the decision even after his departure in the light of 

her own assessment of the situation. 
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Those who met Mrs. Gandhi today included the PCC (1) president, Mr. C. 

Dass, the Deputy Chief Minister, Mr. C. Jagannadha Rao, the Finance Minister, 
Mr. K. Prabhakara Rao, the Cooperation Minister, Mr. Amarnath Reddi, the 
Municipal Administration Minister, Mrs. Sarojini Pulla Reddi, the Health 
Minister, Mr. Madan Mohan, the Public Works Minister, Mr. M. Manik Rao, 

and the Chairman of the Srikakulam Zilla Parishad, Mr. Sreeramlu Naidu, 
while a few more were expected to be called later tonight. 


The Prime Minister has been listening to their views patiently without indi- 
cating her own thinking and giving any inkling of what she proposes to do in 
the situation. But it was quite evident from the sort of questions she has 
been putting to them that she has practically made up her mind to go in for 
a change, if she is satisfied that the new leader would be able to carry the 
party with him. 


As a seasoned politician she knows that whoever is chosen there is bound to 
be some opposition from one interested group or the other for political 
or personal reasons. But, if it is established that on balance he would be 
able to command the support of the majority of members and mobilise the 
party for fighting the forthcoming elections, Mrs. Gandhi would be prepared 
to go along with the consensus emerging from the current consultations. 


She is seeking the views of as many Andhra Pradesh leaders as possible 
because she does not want the impression to prevail that the new incumbent 
has been nominated by her and imposed on the State on the basis of her own 
preferences. 


No Fait Accompli 


The Prime Minister is also not allowing any of her confidants to stage 
manage the choice and confront the party with a fait accompli in her name. 
The whole accent this time is on listening patiently to the views of the 
party leaders invited to Delhi without letting any of the Central Ministers 
to prejudge their predispositions. 


After getting the Andhra Pradesh problem out of her way, Mrs. Gandhi pro- 
poses to tackle the situation in different States. But what is proposed to 
be done to set matters right will vary from State to State depending on 
local compulsions. 


If Andhra is being given priority over Maharashtra, it is not because that 
Mr. Babasaheb Bhosale has been given a reprieve. It is only due to the 
fact that the urgency in Andhra is much greater because of the forthcoming 
elections.

Interview with Farooq 
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[Article by M. L. Kotru] 


[Text] Srinagar, Sept. 12.--The new Kashmir Chief Minister, Mr Farov, 
Abdullah, expects understanding from the Centre to place Centre-State rela- 
tions on a balanced and mature keel. “I do not want misunderstanding between 
the two on this or that issue and what's in my favour is that the Prime 
Minister is a friend, a member of the family", he said. 


The 45-year-old Chief Minister, father of four and a keen golfer, who had 
shown little taste for politics even as a member of the Lok Sabha, looked 
a picture of confidence as he spoke to me at his father's house in an 
exclusive interview. 


Mr Abdullah spoke in a very forthright manner: "I am a total newcomer, 

call me a toddler in politics, and I have stepped into the shoes of a man 
who was cut out in the mould of Nehru and Gandhi. I am bound to falter but, 
Inshaallah, with the support and good wishes of my people, whom my father 
dearly loved, I shall overcome the teething troubles". 


Mr Abdullah said there was so much to do in the State that he might initially 
have no time for other things such as visits to Delhi. "My first task will 
be to know my people, to go round every town and village, to establish the 
kind of bond that existed between my father and his people. Mind you, I 
know it is impossible for anyone to fill the void created by my father's 
death but I, having assumed the chair which he held must try if only to 

be remembered as a son who tried to emlate his great father" Mr Abdullah 
said. 


Mr Abdullah said: "We want to be rid of starvation, industrial and economic. 
I want more and more industry to come to the State. I want more job oppor- 
tunities to be created for the youth of the State. I want education to be 
given high priority, a new direction, so that Fundamentalist tendencies 

are discarded by minds more enlightened, by young men who are better edu- 
cated". 


One could not help noticing traces of his father's rhetoric as he went on 
to describe the recrudescence of communal strains thruughout the country. 
"I do not want these clouds to come into our State". 


"I want Kashmir to be the model it has always been, of communal amity, 
proper education,” he said. 


It was imperative that the Shiekh's message (of communal amity) found an 
echo in other parts of the country, he said. 


What kind of a relationship did he expect to have with the Congress (1)? 
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"A healthy, friendly relationship”. 


But he did not want the kind of cooperation which the local Congress had 
offered his father at the time of his return to power after the Delhi 
accord, when Syed Mir Oasim had relinquished Chief Ministership in the 
Sheikh's favour and the Congress had first promised and then backed out of 
joining his Government. 





There would have to be a mature relationship between the two, if there was to 
be one. Fortunately, because of his closeness to the Prime Minister and 

her family, he hoped he would be able to solve the problems created by the 
local Congress leaders. “You know,” Mr Abdullah said: "I consider myself 
lucky that I can seek Mrs Gandhi's advice whenever I reed it. I can turn to 
her like I could turn to my father”. 


Mr Abdullah was surprisingly forthcoming on his relations with his brother- 
in-law, the controversial Mr Ghulam Mohammad Shah, who resigned from the 
Sheikh's Government only weeks ago over Mr Abdullah's induction into the 
Cabinet and because of the Sheikh's heavy reliance on his Finance Minister, 
Mr D. Thakur. 


"The trouble with Shah Sahab is that he is over-sensitive given to violent 
reactions and a certain inability to carry on as a team man", the Chief 
Minister said of his brother-in-law, who had somehow fancied himself as the 
Sheikh's natural successor. 


Was he inducting Mr Shah into the Cabinet? Mr Abdullah said: "You know, I 
am considering every single move must and if I do not come to a conclusion 
I start all over again”. He hopes to formulate his Cabinet over the next 
two days. 


Several thousand people had assembled outside the house for the umpteenth 
time this morning and Mr Abdullah had to leave to talk to them. They were 
the Sheikh's numerous admirers from all parts of the Valley and had come to 
assure him of their support. Mr Abdullah returned to request me for 
“patience, understanding and sympathy”. 


Srinagar continued to mourn the death of Sheikh Abdullah for the fourth 
day today. Although some shops opened on repeated requests broadcast over 
the local radio station by Mr Abdullah, all public entertainment continued 
to be at a standstill. Bars and cinema houses have been closed from the 
moment the Sheikh's death was announced.

IRRIGATION MINISTER MEETS PRESS ON RETURN FROM MOSCOW 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 14 Sep 82 p 5 


[Text] Joint teams of Indo-Soviet experts will work for cooperation in 
inter-basin transfer of waters, Union Irrigation Minister Kedar Panday told 
newsmen on Monday, reports UNI. 


Mr Panday was speaking at the Delhi airport on his return from Moscow where 
he signed a protocol on water management, water resources development and 
land reclamation. 


The Minister said inter-basin water transfer was one of the new areas of 
cooperation identified during his discussions with the Soviet leaders. 


This was particularly important in the context of the ambitious Rs 5,000 
national perspective plan for water resources development formulated. 


The Soviet Union, he said, had the experience in transferring river waters 
from the northern to southern river basins. 


During his seven-day visit to the Soviet Union, Mr Panday was accompanied by 
Chairman of Central Water Commission M G Padhye and senior officials of 
the Irrigation Ministry. 


The new areas of cooperation envisaged in the protocol include geophysical 
investigations of dams, studies in water resources development structures, 
rock mechanics and analysis of ecological impacts of water resources develop- 
ment. Experts of the two countries would also be sharing their experiences 
in saline land reclamation and silt control measures for extending the life 
of reservoirs. 


Mr Panday said under an earlier protocol, India had shown interest in the 
Soviet techniques of single directional blasting for construction of dams 
and precast concrete canal structures, 


The Soviet feasibility report for a precast canal structure factory, to be 
located in Gujarat, was ready. 














The Soviet experts had visited Himachal Pradesh and suggested to try the 
single directional blasting method, a technique entirely new to India, for 
the construction of a 50-metre high dam Birai Khad river. 


The experts had also prepared a project report for the purpose. 
The Minister said the Soviet experts were interested in visiting the Central 
Water Research Station at Pune and the National Institute of Hydrology at 


Roorkee to study particularly the physical and mathematical modelling 
techniques for barrages and dams.

HIGH COMMISSIONER TO DACCA MEETS WITH PRESS

[Text] Dacca, Sept. 12 (PTI) 


India’s High Commissioner in Bangladesh Muchkund Dubey has expressed his 
“firm confidence” that the military ruler Lt. Gen H M Ershad's coming visit 
to Delhi in October and his talks with Prime Minister Indira Gandhi “will 
give further impetus to our relation". 


The two heads of Government, Mr Dubey hoped, “will be able to give specific 
and concrete guidelines to sort out issues involved in the Indo-Bangla 
relationship”. 


The Indian High Commissioner was talking to members of the Oversras Corre- 
spondents’ Association of Bangladesh here last evening at a posh hotel. 


Describing Gen Ershad's impending visit to Delhi as a “significant event", 
Mr Dubey said “we are happy that India will be the first country to be 
officially visited by him". 


The High Commissioner, who completes his Bangladesh assignment shortly 
stressed over and again the “imperative” need for greater and expanding 
cooperation between the two countries in every gamut of socio-economic 
existence, other than simply dealing with issues and sorting them out. 


The “cost of not cooperating will be very high for both the countries", he 
said. 


Asserting that any prolonged period of tension in the relationship would be 
harmful for the two countries, and much more harmful to India than to 
Bangladesh, Mr Dubey said that the onus to develop and keep the relations 
going “is greater on India” because of its being relatively developed 
status among the developing countries. 


He said India had a great stake in the stability of Bangladesh because of 
her close proximity with this country. 


Anything happening adverse in Bangladesh will have its inevitable effect 
“in our country”, he added. 
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Desczvibing the assignment in Bangladesh as the “most challenging one for 

any Indian diplomat anywhere in the world”, Mr Dubey said “the relationship 
between the two countries is so sensitive because of the proximity and other 
socio-economic and cultural affinity that any development anywhere has 
direct bearing with the peoples of the two countries".

MOSCOW EXPERT REVIEWS INDO-SOVIET COOPERATION 


New Delhi PATRIOT in English 14 Sep 82 pp 1, 7 





[Text] Moscow, Sept 13 (UNI)--The scope of Indo-Soviet economic cooperation 
has doubled since the signing of the long-term programme of 1979 and the 
agreements of 1980. 





This was stated in a review of Indo-Soviet cooperation by Dr Koptevsky, 
an expert on the subject, on the eve of the seventh session of the Indo- 
Soviet Joint Commission, which opens here tomorrow. 





According to Dr Koptevsky, Indo-Soviet projects are making a substantial 
contribution to India's industrial production. For example, contribution 
in steel production was 35 per cent, oil 60 per cent, refining 53 per cent, 
petroleum products 30 per cent, power about 20 per cent and coal about 40 
per cent. 


Giving projections up to 1990, which is the present perspective of coopera- 
tion under the long-term programme, Dr Koptevsky says that out of the 21 
million tonnes of steel expected to be produced by then, about 14 million 
tonnes would be produced by Indo-Soviet projects and it is likely that the 
percentage may be even higher. 


As for oil, out of the present projection of 25 million tonnes by 1985, 
about 14 million tonnes would be provided by Indo-Soviet projects. Siml- 
taneously, the refinery capacity of Indo-Soviet projects would be raised to 
over 20 million tonnes. 


Coal production in India is expected to be over 170 million tonnes by 1990, 
of which about 47 million tonnes would come from Indo-Soviet projects. But 
in terms of growth in coal production of 60 million tonnes in the next few 
years, the new Indo-Soviet coal projects would provide over 26 million tonnes. 


Indo-Soviet projects would offer about 10 lakh tonnes of alumina by 1990, a 
significant portion of India's expected alumina capacity. 


According to Dr Koptevsky, the seventh session of the Indo-Soviet Joint Com- 
mission is expected to clear some important new projects which will sig- 
nificantly raise the contribution of Indo-Soviet projects to India's indus- 
trial production, particularly in refining, non-ferrous metallurgy, steel 
and oil etc.

BHARATIYA JANATA LEADER PREDICTS MIDTERM ELECTIONS

[Text] Jaipur, Sept 12. 


The Bharatiya Janata Party has asked all its State units to be prepared 
for a mid-term poll in the country, party general secretary L K Advani, MP, 
revealed at a press conference here yesterday. 


Mr Advani expressed apprehension that Prime Minister Indira Gandhi might go 
for a general election before schedule, maybe in 1983. According to him, 
the increasing disenchantment among the people, the anarchical situation 
within the ruling party and Mrs Gandhi's loosing grip on the party machinery 
are the reasons prompting for an early poll. 


The BJP leader also mentioned the ‘secretive’ way the Union Cabinet was 
reshuffled. This was to suppress a revolt in the party, he asserted.

The cor- 
respondent reminded him that he had been using the word apprehension. 





Mr Advani condemned the Bihar Press Bill and said the situation has become 
more serious after the Prime Minister publicly supported it. He said this 
was a test balloon and similar laws would be brought in other States also.

AGENCY REPORTS THREEFOLD RISE IN INDO-SOVIET TRADE 
New Delhi PATRIOT in English 13 Sep 82 p 8 


[Text] The trade turnover between India and the Soviet Union has increased 
more than threefold during the last five years, reports PTI. 


The turnover which was 647 million roubles in 1976 has touched 2397.9 
million roubles in 1981 (one rouble is equivalent to Rs. 12). 





The Soviet Union, which tops the list of India's trading partners, imported 
goods worth 1333.8 million roubles in 1981 as against its exports worth 
1064.1 million roubles to India during the same year. 


According to current indications, the Indo-Soviet trade for 1983 is expected 
to cross the 1982 level by 15 per cent. The protocol setting out targets is 
to be finalised soon. 


Out of India's total exports of Rs 6,709 crores in 1980-81, the Soviet Union 
accounted for goods worth Rs 1,157 crores--17 per cent. The second largest 
importer of Indian goods, the US, lagged far behind (Rs 852 crores) account- 
ing for 13 per cent. 


The corresponding share of the UK, once the leading trading partner, was 
only six per cent. 


The Soviet Union has been increasing its imports from India steadily, even 
though some of the items are available elsewhere such as jute bags and 
textiles, tea, tobacco, black pepper, cashew nuts and coffee. 


During the period 1976-80, the Soviet Union bought from India 232,000 tonnes 
of tea, 100,000 tonnes of coffee, 77,000 tonnes of cashew nuts, 90,000 tonnes 
of tobacco, 511 million metres of jute cloth and 791 million jute bags. 


Sixty per cent of the total Soviet purchases from India are manufactured 
goods. They include electronic instruments, components, machinery, chemicals, 
cotton cloth, knitwear, ready-made garments, shoe uppers, paints and dye- 
stuffs, chemical products, handicrafts, carpets and other goods. 
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Steel 


Steel plants built under Indo-Soviet collaboration will be contributing 
about 68 per cent of total steel being produced in the country, by 1988-89, 
reports UNI. 


The total steel-production capacity in the country by that year is eayected 
to be 20 million tonnes when the capacity of the giant Soviet-aided plant 
at Visakhapatnam is commissioned. 


According to steel experts, the steel sector is a major area of Indo-Soviet 
collaboration. 


This collaboration has helped India attain self-reliance in designing, 
planning, constructing new steel plants in the country and abroad and under- 
taking consultancy on them setting up, the experts feel. 


The Bhilai steel plant was the first plant to be set up under Indo-Soviet 
collaboration in 1955. The plant has already reached a capacity of 2.5 
million tonnes and the capacity is expected to increase to four million 
tonnes. 





The second Indo-Soviet collaboration project at Bokaro was also set up with 
a capacity of 2.5 million tonnes and is now being expanded to four million 
tonnes. 


Negotiations are underway among experts of both the countries to expand the 
capacity of the two plants to seven million tonnes and ten million tonnes 
respectively. 


Meanwhile, preparations are underway to adopt new technological facilities 
to initially increase the capacity of both the plants to five million tonnes.

BUSINESSMEN URGE MODERNIZATION OF MAJOR INDUSTRIES 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 8 Sep 82 pp l1, 9 


[Text] Five major industries-—-—cotton, textiles, cement, sugar, jute tex- 
tiles and engineering--require Rs. 3,682 crores for modernisation in the next 
five to seven years, according to a study made by the Federation of Indian 
Chamber of Commerce and Industry. 


Unless such modernisation is done on an urgent basis, says the study, these 
traditional industries will become uncompetitive in the world market. 


The study suggests that the bulk of the finance--about 80 per cent--must 
come from the financial institutions, as the industries themselves would not 
be able to raise more than 20 per cent. 


The cotton textiles industry requires the largest amount (Rs. 2,125 crores) 
for modernisation, followed by cement (Rs. 575 crores), jute textiles (Rs. 
439 crores), engineering (Rs. 356 crores) and sugar (Rs. 187 crores). 


The FICCI document records that Indian industry performed excellently in the 
1950s and 1960s but is now up against some problems. In a large segment 
of industry, productivity is low, costs are high and quality is poor. 


All this means losing out in the world market and cutting into the rate 
of growth of income. Most of these problems, the study says, flow from 
one single cause--technological obsolescence. 


The pace of modernisation so far has been slow because of paucity of finance 
resulting from price controls, depreciation based on historical cost and 
high rate of corporate taxation. 


Of the estimated requirements of Rs. 3,682 crores for the five industries 
over five to seven years, an annual outlay of Rs. 526 crores to Rs. 736 
crores would be needed. 


The financial institutions would be required to make available between Rs. 421 
crores and Rs. 589 crores a year under the soft loan scheme. The balance of 
Rs 105 crores to Rs. 147 crores per year would be raised by industry itself, 
mainly from larger retention. 
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Since the financial institutions are short of funds, says the FICCI report, 
the Reserve Bank of India may channel through commercial banks the deposits 
impounded between January 1977 and October 1980 and amounting to Rs. 1,793 
crores. This amount may be allowed to be invested in six per cent special 
modernisation securities to be issued by financial institutions. 


To enable the companies to raise funds, the investment allowance may we 
increased from the present level of 25 per cent to 45 per cent for indus- 
tries going in for modernisation. In the alternative, an excise rebate on 
production--up to 20 per cent of the capital outlay on acquisition of 
machinery for modernisation--should be considered. 


For future needs, units may be allowed to set aside a percentage of their 
profits before depreciation towards modernisation reserves. In computing 
the cost of production for fixing prices, modernisation requirement should 
be taken into account. For purpose of taxation, units may be allowed to 
carry back losses against profits of the previous three years. 


The FICCI document concludes: "Modernisation is not a matter of choice. 

It is a necessity, a means for survival and progress in a competitive world. 
The government and industry have to work together to complete the programme 
within five years."

Addressing the annual conference U.S. Secretary of Treasury Donald Regan 
denied that his government had ‘de-emphasised' the importance of bank assis- 
tance to the poorest countries, but scolded them for spending beyond their 


means and inviting trouble. 


The U.S. official gave no indication that his country would keep its commit- 
ment to the International Development Association. Instead he recommended a 
faith in the ‘market mechanism’. 


Mr Regan said while governments could sometimes delay the effects of market 
forces through protectionist measures ‘sooner or later the adjustment has to 
be made’. ‘This is the philosophical framework which shapes our attitudes’ 


to the two agencies. 
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Donors Blamed 


Mr Regan’s statement came just a few hours after Bank president A W Clausen 
protested the failure--without blaming it on any quarters--‘even to maintain 
past levels of funding for IDA‘. 


Citing such successes as the ‘Green Revolution’ in India, which had“ <n 
aided by the Bank, Mr Clausen noted that ‘IDA is a course, of critical con- 
cern to the poorest countries." 


But the World Bank president stressed that ‘it ought to be of concern to all 
the donor nations as well’. 


Hinting at the poor nations’ vulnerability to social tension Mr Clausen had 
warned that the consequent civil unrest could ‘readily spill over’ to the 
more affluent countries. 


Over the past several years, the US has failed to meet its negotiated com- 
mitments, and this year some of the other major donors have also threatened 
to follow suit. 


The U.S. contribution for the year ended June 1982 was 700 million dollars-- 
some 400 million dollars less than the 1.1 billion dollars to which it had 
corms °*‘** itself. 


The IDA on the other hand has no easier job in hand this year. It has to 
look after a Mexico, reeling under an 80 billion dollar debt and a China 
joining the ranks of aid seekers. 


Uncertain IDA-7 


Even as the crisis concerning IDA-6 is being resolved at the current Fund- 
Bank meetings here, the outlook for any increased level of IDA-7, for which 
negotiations are due to start by the end of this year, appears not too 
bright. 


The fact is that the U.S. is in no hurry to indicate its potential contribu- 
tion and the budgetary constraints of many other donor nations are providing 
a pessimistic setting for the forthcoming discussions. 


A senior Canadian official summed up the prospect for IDA-7: "It will be a 
real triumph of international cooperation if we could have IDA-7 come out 
at the same level as IDA-6". 


The World Bank management had talked of a level of 18 billion dollars for 
IDA-7 over a three-year period beginning fiscal year 1985, but virtually all 
donors are believed to feel that it is an ambitious target in the light of 
the experience in regard to IDA-6. 


The Americans had been mentioning a figure of nine billion dollars, with the 
possibility of going to 12 billion dollars if lending to major prospective 
borrower--China--is included.

{Editorial } 


[Text] The discussions held at the annual Fund-Bank meeting in Toronto 
serve to highlight how deeply the U.S. is now estranged from its partners 

in the OECD on the critical issues of North-South relations, and the main- 
tenance of international liquidity. As the IMF and the World Bank have been 
at pains to point out, the world as a whole, and the third world in particu- 
lar, is facing an unprecedented economic crisis. The genesis of this crisis 
is to be found in the economic recession in the advanced countries and the 
prohibitively high interest rates that are crushing the developing countries 
under a mountain of debt. But while the rest of the OECD wants an immediate 
doubling of the IMF's lending capacity to enable it to prevent the poorer 
countries from defaulting on their external payments, and to make up for 

the dwindling flow of private lending to them, the U.S. alone believes that 
the IMF's present lending capacity is more than sufficient to meet the needs 
of the international payments system and is willing only to make marginal 
changes. The gap in perceptions is underlined by the fact that no less than 
12 donor countries have refused to go along with the U.S. decision to cut 
its contribution to IDA's sixth replenishment by one quarter, and have made 
their full contribution to it. Most of the others are likely to follow suit. 
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It is tempting to write off the U.S. opposition to enlarging the role of 

the IMF and the World Bank as sheer obscurantism. The Reagan administration 
has, after all, opposed all attempts to start global negotiations and to 
increzse official development assistance to the least developed countries. 
What is more, it has made plain its hostility to the very notion of combating 
recession by channelling more petrodollar surpluses to the third world to 
increase its buying power. But the truth is a little more complex. The 

U.S. sees the need to increase international liquidity as clearly as anyone 
else, but wishes to exploit the desperate plight of the developing countries 
to increase its control over them. Its motives were revealed by its proposal 
to set up a global emergency fund, to be controlled by the rich nations 
alone, whose lending would be subject to even stricter conditionality clauses 
than those applied by the IMF on loans from its extended fund facility. The 
brazen effrontery of this proposal is breathtaking, for it seeks not only to 
exclude the bulk of the world from the administration of this fund, including 
the very countries from which it hopes to raise the money, but to undermine 
the IMF itself. Fortunately good sense has prevailed and the rest of the 
donor countries have turned a cold shoulder to the proposal, but it is most 
unlikely that the U.S. will let matters rest here. On the contrary, it is 
likely to try and trade off its consent to a modest increase in IMF quotas 
against the others’ consent to the establishment of an emergency fund.

LARGE ORDER OF PROCESSED FOOD FOR SHIPMENT TO USSR 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 10 Sep 82 p 9 


[Text] New Delhi, Sept. 9.--India will export 50,000 tons of processed 
food and vegetables to the Soviet Union during the current financial year, 
reports UNI. 


Mr P. S. Srinivasan, secretary of the Processed Foods Export Promotion 
Council, said here that this was the largest order for processed food from 
a single foreign market and would fetch the country about Rs 45 crores. He 
said the exports would include jams, juices, pickles, chutneys and other 
such items. 


Mr Srinivasan said: "We have already exported about 6,000 tons and hope to 
fill the bill within the allotted time”. 


He said India was exporting processed food to the USA, the U.K., Switzerland, 
the Federal Republic of Germany and many African countries. "We are also 
exporting processed food and fresh mutton to a number of West Asian coun- 
tries", he added. 


During 1980-81, the country exported processed food items worth over Rs 175 
crores compared to Rs 163 crores during the previous year, registering an 
increase of more than 7%, he said. 


"But during the current financial year, the export target for processed 
food items is about Re 320 crores, of which exports worth Rs 58 crores have 
already taken place", Mr Srinivasan said. 


He, however, regretted that the country was still way behind in the export 
of these items because of the absence of large-scale economically viable 
business units in the field, limited domestic demand and inadequate profits. 


Mr Srinivasan said once the manufacturers were secure in the domestic market, 
they could bear the risk of increased production and exports would pick 

up. To assist the dealers, he said, the council has been conducting research 
from time to time to assess the changing international demand.

TRADE WITH FRG--Bombay, Sept. 11. After unprecedented growth during 1981, 
Indo-German trade appears to be stagnating at the high level attained during 
the previous year, according to a press note issued by the Indo-German 
Chamber of Commerce. India's exports to Germany increased by 2.6 per cent 

to Rs. 276 crores in the first six months of 1982, while imports from Germany 
decreased by 2.5 per cent to Rs. 368.3 crores. The decrease in German 
imports is mainly due to a major decline in items which make a substantial 
contribution to the total, namely iron and steel with minus 16 per cent and 
chemical and pharmaceutical products with minus 25.6 per cent. [Text]

INDO-SOVIET POWER ENGINEERING GROUP--Bombay, September 12: The Indo-Soviet 
working group on power engineering, set up in 1981, has prepared a 3-year 
draft programme for co-operation between the two countries which will be 
discussed and approved at a meeting of the working group in New Delhi shortly, 
it is learnt. The main task of the group is to co-operate in the construction 
of power projects in India, in setting up a single power grid system, to 
organise a centralised service for the operation and repair of power equip- 
ment, improve the specialisation of Indian power engineers and to exchange 
know-how. It will also arrange investigation of the lake Rihand to use its 
waters for the thermal power stations of the Singrauli district. According 

to Mr. Pyotr Neporozhny, the USSR minister of electric power development and 
electrification, a project has been prepared for a mathematical and hydro- 
thermal modelling of the lake Rihand reservoir. Giving a review of the 
progress in the implementation of the December 1980 agreement, Mr. Neporozhny 
has said the work on the Vindhyachal Thermal power plant was progressing 
satisfactorily. Similarly, in order to increase reliability, reduce accident 
rate and to modernise their equipment, the Soviet Union has sent teams of 
power engineers to Patratu, Neyveli, Obra and Harduaganj thermal power sta- 
tions.

EXPORTS TO ASEAN DOWN; COMMON MARKET IDEA VIEWED 
BKO91147 Jakarta OANA in English 0944 GMT 9 Oct 82

[Text] Jakarta, 9 Oct (ANTARA/OANA)-—-Indonesian exports to the four other 
ASEAN member countries totaled U.S.$2,233 million in 1979, rising to U.S.$2,759 
million in 1980, only to drop to U.S.$2,683 million in 1981 because of the 
world recession. 


Data obtained by ANTARA from the Ministry of Trade and Cooperatives showed 
that of the ASEAN countries, Singapore continued to be Indonesia's chief mar- 
ket, followed by the Philippines, Malaysia and Thailand. 


In 1973 and 1974 Thailand used to top the Philippines in terms of Indonesian 
exports, but increased Indonesian oil exports to the Philippines pushed Thai- 
land down to fourth place in the years 1975 to 1981. 


Exports to Singapore in 1979 totaled U.S.$1,964 million, rising to U.S.$2,484 
million in 1980, but dropping back to U.S.$2,177 million in 1981. 


The exports were composed of oil and natural gas to a large extent, making 
up some 49.5 percent of exports in 1979, 55.2 percent in 1980 and 55.7 per- 
cent in 1981. 


The oil and natural gas exports to Singapore amounted to U.S.$1,214 million 
(55.7 percent) in 1981, with non-energy exports accounting for U.S.$964 mil- 
lion (44.3 percent). 


Commodities exported by Indonesia to Singapore outside oil and natural gas 
included rubber, timber, electronic goods, coffee, rattan and textiles. 


Indonesian exports to the Philippines in 1980 totaled U.S.$181 million, ris- 
ing to U.S.$411 million in 1981, due largely to an increase inoil and natural 
gas from U.S.$169 million in 1980 to U.S.$379 million in 1981. 


Indonesian oil and natural gas exports to the Philippines formed the bulk 
(90-97 percent) of all exports to that comtry in the last five years. 








Indonesian exports to Malaysia totalled U.S.$66.2 million in 1979, dropping 
to U.S.$59.9 million in 1980 and U.S.$59.7 million in 1981. 


Indonesian exports to Malaysia in 1981 were composed of non-oil and non-gas 
commodities, including timber, rubber, tin, electronic goods and coffee. 


Exports to Thailand stood at U.S.$37.5 million in 1979, going down to 
U.S.$34.7 million in 1980 and rising slightly to U.S.$35 million in 1981. 

The chief export commodity to Thailand in 1981 was timber valued at U.S.$26.4 
million or 75.5 percent of the value of all exports. 


Indonesia's balance of trade with other ASEAN countries as a whole was in 
favour of Indonesia to the tune of U.S.$980.7 million in 1981, mainly accounted 
for by Singapore (U.S.$934 million), followed by Malaysia (U.S.$158 million) and 
the Philippines (U.S.$0.1 million), with Thailand giving a U.S.$111 million 
deficit for Indonesia. 


On the idea of an ASEAN Common Market proposed recently by Philippine Minister 
of Agriculture Arturo Tanco, the official spokesman of the Ministry of Trade 
and Cooperatives, Syukri Alimuddin, said Indonesia is now studying the pro- 
posal. 


He noted that such a common market would be intended to face non-ASEAN coun- 
tries, because for expanding trade within ASEAN there already is an ASEAN 
preferential tariff arrangement (PTA). 


Indonesia under the PTA has issued tariff concessions amounting to up to 

60 percent for various commodities. But on the other hand, Singapore has 
yet to make concessions from its part, because its tariff rate has kept on 
standing at zero percent, so that the PTA actually does not affect its trad- 
ing, Alimuddin said.

SUBROTO ON NATIONAL GAS EXPORTS, ENERGY SITUATION 
BK140915 Jakarta OANA in English 0734 GMT 14 Oct 82 
[Pool item") 


[Text] Jakarta, 14 Oct (ANTARA/OANA)--Indonesia will double its LNG (liquefied 
natural gas) exports to Japan from an annual 7.5 million tons at present to 

14 million tons annually starting from 1984, Minister of Mines and Energy 
Subroto said here Wednesday. 


At a meeting with nine ASEAN journalists touring ASEAN countries as winners 
of Mobil Oil awards, the minister said Indonesia is also set to export LNG 
to other countries besides Japan, namely South Korea, Hong Kong, Taiwan and 
Singapore. 


The minister said Indonesia has big natural gas reserves estimated at 30 
trillion standard cubic feet, excluding gas reserves in the Natuna region. 


The reserves are to be found in North Sumatera, South Sumatera, the Java Sea, 
East Kalimantan and in the Natuna waters. 


Under an ASEAN cooperation scheme, Indonesia also plans to export natural gas 
to Singapore, for which an outline was presented by Singapore Prime Minister 
Lee Kuan Yew when he visited here recently. 


But further details about required quantities and prices still have to be 
negotiated, the minister said. 


Indonesia also plans to supply NCL (natural gas liquid) to the Philippines, 
which has been buying LPG (liquefied petroleum gas) from Indonesia, while 
LNG exports to Thailand are expected to be started in 1986. 


The minister at the meeting also gave an outline of the energy and mining 
situation in Indonesia. 


He said Indonesia has been established to have 40 hydrocarbon curves containing 
a total of 100 billion barrels in oil reserves. Besides, there are also 
geothermal, hydro and non-conventional power resources with large potentials. 
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But until _ now the energy consumption pattern in Indonesia is still based 
for 80 percent on oil, and to reduce this dependence on oil the government 
has embarked upon an energy diversification program by making increased use 
of hydro-electricity, geothermal, solar and other power sources. 


It is expected that by 1990 the role of oil in the energy picture will be re- 
duced to 60 percent, he said. 


The Mobil Oil awardees have been touring ASEAN countries since October, arriv- 
ing October 12 in Jakarta for a tour of Indonesia until October 16 to end the 
tour. 


While in Indonesia, they will, besides Subroto, meet Minister of Research 
and Technology Dr B. J. Habibie, Director General of Energy Prof Dr Samaun 
Samadikun and the director of the ASEAN Confederation of Journalists, Subagyo. 
They will also visit the natural gas field and the LNG plant in Arun, Aceh 


(North Sumatera). Indonesia is represented in the group by A.J. Muaya of 
ANTARA and Jacob Rebong of the SUARA KARYA newspaper.

PERTAMINE CHIEF ONOIL CONTRACT WITH CALTEX 
BK090939 Jakarta OANA in English 0914 GMI 9 Oct 82 
("Pool item") 


[Text] Jakarta, 9 Oct (ANTARA/OANA)--The oil company PT Caltex Pacific Indo- 
nesia has to accept a production-sharing contract on modified post-1977 con- 
ditions if it still wants to operate in Indonesia, Pertamina President Direc- 
tor Judo Jumbono stated here Friday. 


There is no sense in applying pre-1977 conditions when the production-sharing 
was not yet 85:15. Even if Caltex accepts the 85-15 ratio, it would still 
have to adhere to the so-called three-tier system, Judo Sumbono told newsmen. 


He explained that the 85-15 ratio applies only to Pertamina contractors pro- 
ducing under 150,000 barrels daily. For production levels above 150,000 
barrels up to 250,000 barrels daily the ratio shall be 90:10 and for produc- 
tion, levels above 250,000 barrels daily 95:5. 


The Pertamina chief said until now no single Pertamina contractor working on 
production-sharing agreements has reached a production level of 150,000 
barrels daily, the highest level having been 110,000 barrels daily so far. 


Caltex, which has a production level of over 500,000 barrels daily, until 
November 1983 will still be subject to the standing working contract. 


The three-tier system is a modification of the 1977 conditions and is referred 
to by Pertamina as post-/7/7. 


In reply to press questions, Judo Sumbono said the chief condition on which 
there is no further bargaining between Caltex and Pertamina is for it to 
accept the production-sharing contract. Other matters are still open for 
negotiation, he said. 


Judo Sumbono said the Caltex management has in writing stated agreement to 
the basic conditions put forward by Pertamina. 
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He said Caltex has further agreed to place Indonesians in high positions at 
the company, to use home produced components in its activities in Indonesia, 
and in response to Pertamina appeal, to invest part of its profit in the non- 
oil sector in Indonesia, Judo Sumbono said. 


Also in reply to a question the Pertamina chief said it could be possible for 
Caltex to feel that it had not yet received notification about the amendments 
to the 1977 conditions. Such a stance is quite to be expected as in busi- 
ness everybody wants to make the highest possible profit. But Pertamina 
keeps firm to the existing conditions, he said. 


Turning to Caltex oilwells already in existence by the year 1980 Judo Sumbono 
said these wells are no more eligible for a production-sharing arrangement 
with Caltex if Caltex wants to continue activities in Indonesia. 


He explained by saying the agreement signed with Caltex in 1971 was based on 
the consideration that Caltex would have to make big investments in trying to 
raise production beyond 500,000 barrels daily. On the basis of oil prices 
at that time, it was calculated that the company's investments would not be 
returned before 1983. 


It was for this reason that Caltex then demanded as guarantee that it be al- 
lowed to continue operations beyond 1983 to have its investments returned, 
he said. 


But we all know that since 1977 up to 1980 the world oil price rose many times 
over the price prevailing when the accord was signed in 1971. The price in- 


creases have resulted in their investments in the decades of the 1970s having 
been retumed three times over, he said.

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AGRICULTURAL REPORTAGE FOR 4-10 OCTOBER 


BK111245 [Editorial Report] Monitored Kampuchean media have reported the 
following agricultural developments for the reporting period 4-10 October: 


Battambang: Phnom Penh SPK in French at 0401 GMT on 5 October reports that 
268,490 hectares of rice, or 96 percent of plan, had been cultivated by the 
province. Phnom Penh Domestic Service in Cambodian at 0430 GMT on 6 October 
notes that in Battambang Province’s Phnum Srok District 13,900 hectares out 
of the targeted 14,650 hectares of rice had been planted so far. 


Kandal: SPK at 0419 GMT on 4 October says Kandal Province expects to grow 
17,550 hectares of IR-36 rice, or half of the planned area, during the coming 
dry season. The provincial authorities had trained 170 cadres in the new 
rice-growing technique and had made available 375 tons of IR-36 seeds, 1,400 
tons of chemical fertilizer and 50 waterpumps. SPK also notes that by mid- 
September, 39,840 hectares of rice had been planted. Intensive culture had 
been carried out on 10,090 hectares of land. The area for subsidiary crops 
is 10,940 hectares and that for industrial crops is 1,440 hectares. The lat~ 
ter will be brought to 10,780 hectares during the coming dry season, the news 
agency says, adding that Kandal now has 64,820 head of oxen--an increase of 
500 head if compared with last year--46,960 pigs and 493,000 fowls. 


Kompong Cham: SPK at 0401 GMT 5 October reports that 121,400 head of oxen, 
37,000 buffaloes and 14,350 pigs had been vaccinated against contageous 
diseases. It notes that by October, Cheung Prey District had planted 23,570 
hectares of rice, fulfilling 95 percent of its plan. Phnom Penh Radio at 
0430 GMT on 5 October reports that Chamka Leu District had by mid-September 
transplanted nearly 6,400 hectares of rice. 


Kompong Chhnang: SPK at 1426 GMT on 8 October notes that by mid-September, 
44,260 hectares of rice, or 5 percent above plan, had been grown, including 
4,620 hectares of high-yielding local strains and IR-36 variety. The province 
had also planted 3,220 hectares of subsidiary crops such as corn, soybean 

and manioc, and 460 hectares of industrial crops. Some 10,240 hectares of 
fallow land had been reclaimed, the news agency reports. There are 57,520 
head of cattle, 10,860 pigs and 141,488 fowls in this province. The provincial 
veterinary service had vaccinated more than 64,760 head of oxen and 3,800 pigs 
against contageous maladies. The province hauled 11,560 tons of fish, or 
9,000 tons above plan. It repaired 26,550 meters of irrigation ditches and 
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built 302,000 [figure as received] meters of field embankments. The province 
expects to plant 6,200 [figure as received] hectares of rice, 5,500 hectares 
of subsidiary crops and 1,100 hectares of industrial crops, plans to catch 
11,000 tons of fish and hopes to produce 2,000 tons of palm sugar during the 
coming dry season. Phnom Penh Radio at 0430 GMT on 5 October reports that 
Baribo District had planted 5,400 hectares of rice by mid-September. At 1300 
CMT on 7 October the radio reports that the province had reclaimed 11,140 
hectares of fallow riceland out of the targeted 11,500 hectares. At 0430 
GMT on 9 October the radio adds that Baribo District had planted over 7,200 
hectares of various types of rice by the end of the third quarter or 150 hec- 
tares more than planned. In Rolea Pier District, the radio notes at 1100 CMT 
on 10 October, 11,200 hectares of rice had been transplanted during the rainy 
season and nearly 300 hectares of subsidiary crops had been planted. 


Kompong Som City: SPK at 0401 GMT on 4 October reports that 14,500 hectares 
of rice--2,000 hectares above plan--had been cultivated, 200 hectares of sub- 
sidiary crops had been grown and 2,000 hectares of land had been cleared. 
There are 2,650 head of oxen, 4,590 hectares of buffaloes, 13,490 pigs and 
70,000 fowls. The fishermen of Kompong Som hauled in 300 tons of fish and 
45 tons of shrimp. 


Takeo: SPK at 0403 GMT on 6 October says this province had cultivated )98,270 
hectares of rice, or 80 percent of plan. The area planted with IR-36 rice 
variety had reached 1,460 hectares. The province had also planted 7,210 
hectares of subsidiary crops. The veterinary service had vaccinated 50,000 
head of oxen and 2,680 pigs against contageous diseases. Takeo now has 
90,900 pigs and 138,000 head of cattle. The provincial agricultural service 
had provided the population with 520 tons of IR-36 seeds, 490 tons of float- 
ing rice seeds, 1,260 tons of chemical fertilizer, 5,120 liters of insecti- 
cide, 400 kg of rat poison and 230 sprayers. Thanks to the waterpumps of the 
Ministry of Agriculture and provincial agricultural service, 2,350 hectares 
of rice had been saved from drought, according to SPK. Takeo plaus to grow 
35,000 hectares of rice during the forthcoming dry season, the same S°K report 
says, adding the province has caught about 500 tons of fish so far.

"WHITE PAPER’ ON NEW CPT SECRETARY GENERAL 
BK280241 Bangkok THE NATION REVIEW in English 28 Sep 82 p 5 


[Text] Intermal Security Operation Command (ISOC) yesterday issued a "white 
paper" to expose the man who was reported to have been made the secretary gen- 
eral of the Communist Party of Thailand (CPT). 


The “white paper," titled "A True Story Behind Prasit Taphianthong: A Man 
Accused of Being Secretary General of the CPT", was issued during a press 
conference at the Kittichachon auditorium of the Chunlachomklao Royal Military 
Academy to report on the government's performance in fighting against com- 
munist insurgency over the past six months. 


Prasit was reported to have been appointed the secretary general of the CPT 
during its last congress and up till now his real identity is still a big 
question mark. Some authorities said"Prasit™ is only the name of the collec- 
tive leadership of the party while others claim he is non-existert. 


The white paper of ISOC may shed some light on his identity and his activities 
in the outlawed perty. 


Prasit Taphianthong, known by his nom de guerre of "Comrade Hung" of “Uncle 
Sin", is a native of the central plains but his exact birthplace is still a 
mystery. 


Prasit is said to be dark complected, slightly cross-eyed and now in his 50's. 
A lean man standing about 155-160 centimetres, Prasit is known for his egoism 
and a tendency to dominate his colleagues. Despite his high self-esteen, 
Prasit is said to have good human relations. 


Because of his long years in the jungle, Prasit is reportedly suffering from 
several diseases--one of them an ulcer which has been bothering him for quite 
sometime. Cholesterol is also another serious disease facing Prasit whose 
mental instability once landed him in the hospital. 


The three diseases have hampered Prasit's work. During the past year, Prasit 
has been in charge of information and propaganda and was operating the clan- 
destine communist radio station before it closed down. 
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He is also responsible for all information work within the Communist Party of 
Thailand (CPT). He censors all articles and reports circulating within the 
party. Apart from his regular duties, Prasit travels overseas once in a while. 


Prasit is inclined to air his views or engage in theoretical discussions on 
revolution. People who have met Prasit tend to be impressed by his hospital- 
ity. But for the past three or four years, Prasit has become rather moody 
and easily loses his temper even over minor things. The changes in his char- 
acter are blamed partly on the three illnesses which are troubling him. Be- 
sides problems with his health, Prasit also seems to have an unhappy family 
life. He tends to lord over his wife and is not often on good terms with her. 


Normally, Prasit does not stay with his wife. His wife, Mrs Prathum, works 
outside CPT headquarters and returns only once a year to stay for five or 
six days with him before leaving again. 


Prasit himself is not absolutely loyal to his wife and is said to have tried 
courting other women. Mrs Prathum is physically weak and Prasit had developed 
a tendency of being easily impressed by the beauty of women. 


Prasit has two daughters, one 14 and the other 13. Both are described as 
pretty and innocent. They were sent to China when they were around two years 
old. That is one of the reasons why they can hardly speak Thai. 


Because of his romantic relations with women under his supervision, Prasit's 
credibility in the eye of his colleagues is rather low. 


For this reason, Prasit hardly commands any respect from either colleagues 
or subordinates in the headquarters of the CPT. 


As far as his relations with other party leaders is concerned, Prasit has 

tried to refrain from having any open conflicts with them. Conflicts do exist 
but Prasit tends to forget them once they have been discussed. Unlike other 
party leaders, Prasit has avoided being caught in the factionalism that plagues 
the party. 


Prasit has always been a man of action, well known for his eloquence. He 
often gets into arguments with other party leaders, such as Prasong (Song) 
Nopphakun. Prasong, also a Politburo member, suffers from a mental disorder 
too but his condition seems to be more serious than that of Prasit's. 


Prasong has no specific responsibility «ithin the party. Generally, nobody 
takes notice of Prasong because of his mental condition. 


To some- other CPT leaders, Prasit appears to be humble and at the same time 
aggressive in his speaking manner. But to his subordinates, Prasit is parti- 
cularly offensive. There have been times when Prasit has felt humiliated by 
those subordinates who have been brave enough to respond to his uninvited com- 
ments or criticisms. 


, 
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there were several other weaknesses which have served to undermine his credi- 
bility even further. Many believe Prasit is a coward. His cowardice is said 
to be evident particularly during an emergency. When the headquarters came 
under attack from government forces, Prasit became hysterical. Shaking, Prasit 
immediately told his bodyguards to pack up his belongings and find an escape 
route. Sometimes his cowardice goes to the extreme of being ridiculous. 


Compared with Prasit, Prasong is a courageous man. 


As far as his contribution to the party is concerned, Prasit has done nothing 
that could be considered outstanding. But then again, he has done nothing 
seriously wrong eithe.. He is an easy-going type of man who has no ambitions 
and is a danger to no one. 


Prasit is trusted by the rest of the party officials although he lacks leader- 
ship. It was a surprise when Prasit, who has nothing a leader should have, 
was made secretary genera!’ of the CPT. 


His promotion can be explained by the fact that Prasit is not ambitious and 
gets along with everybody. Under the present circumstances, the CPT certainly 
must find it difficult to completely trust anyone--whether it be Wirat 
{Angkhathawon], Udom [Sisuwan] or Thong [Chamsi]. These people are comrades 

in arms who are ready to kill their friends. 


Taking everything into account, Prasit was, therefore, the best choice to be- 
come the new secretary general. Besides, Prasit is a Thai and that fact suits 
the present situation in which there is a demand for a more nationalistic 
revolutionary movement instead of a foreign-dominated one. 


With Prasit on top, there is also some optimism that he might be able to re- 
duce the degree of conflicts within the prv-China party. 


The choice of Prasit might also be designed to drown criticisms that the party 
is in the hands of pro-Chinese communist leaders. And since Prasit is not a 
well-known person, his background would be known only to people close to him. 
He is comparatively younger than the rest of the party's top men. 


Prasit is not an avid reader as most communist leaders are. He reads only 
when there is something interesting or when he feels like doing so. 


Unlike Prasit, Damri Ruangsutham (a former Politburo member now on trial in 
Bangkok) is addicted to reading. He reads whenever he gets the chance. 


But Prasit is known for his impressive choice of words. He knows how to hurt 
people with his eloquence. Though Damri has read a lot, he often finds it 
difficult to express himself. Prasit is hardly ever seen with a book, while 
Damri often is, wherever he goes.

MILITIA FORCES TO AUGMENT REGULARS 





Bangkok BANGKOK POST in English 29 Aug 82 p 5 
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KILLING two birds with one 
stone. That is what the so- 
called “Reserve Militia for Na- 
tional Security” project is su 
posed to yield when it fully 
takes shape, hopefully within 
the next five years. 

The name may sound unfamil- 
iar, but the project’s wheel of 
action has already started rolling 
towards the establishment of the 
force which in effect will give the 
country powerful military back- 
ing in time of emergency and 
provide a better life for former 
conscripts discharged after two 
years in active military service. 

The plan, besides reflecting an 
ingenious idea of making better 
use of these discharged soldiers, 
indicates that the Government is 
moving in the right direction — 
toward introducing welfare for a 
group of people who once served 
as the country’s defence force. 

As is generally known, the 
majority of these conscripts are 
from poor families and are the 
lowest paid in the Armed Forces. 
The Reserve Militia project 
under which various economic 
and agricultural training pro- 
grammes are provided, if success- 
fully implemented, will be the 
most suitabie reward the Gov- 
ernment can give in exchange for 
their loyal services. 

Col Vichit Harnsakul — chief

After being formed, leaders 
and as. .stants in political, eco- 
nomic, psychological and mili- 
tary fields at the village level 
would be appointed to help vil- 
lage headmen of their respective 
areas 

Leaders from various villages 
would then be chosen to be the 
reservists chief at tambon level 
with their main job to help kam- 
nan in the four fields. Under the 
same structure, district and 
provincial commanders of the 
reservists and their assistants in 
the four mentioned fields would 
also be appointed to help with 
district officers and provincial 
governors respectively, Col Vi- 
chai explained. 

“From this you will see that we 
are now trying to recruit a group 
of well-desciplined people to form 
an axis to lead other people, 
namely their relatives and 
friends, to develop the country,” 
he said. 

Col Vichai said most of the 
reservists are poor and many of 
them are unemployed, but they 
will represent a big labour force 
if officials harp gather them into 
an erganised gremp. : e 

On the military front, Col Vi- 
chai said in the face of the cur- 
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rent tension in Kampuchea it 
was not known when and to what 
extent Thailand would come 
under outside aggression. 

This has prompted the need for 
an establishment of reserve divi- 
sions in the four Army regions — 
for example the 11th Division in 
case of the First Army Region — 
to carry out the work in gather- 
ing reservists in their respective 
areas to form army divisions if 
neccessity calls. 

The Reserve Militia for Na- 
tional Security project is a sup- 
porting platform for the reserve 
divisions as it helps organise 
discharged conscripts — more 
than 500,000 alone in the First 
Army Region area — to stay in 
united groups in their native 
home towns, according to Col 
Vichai. 

From the number of reservists 
throughout the country, the 
Armed Forces would be abie to 
increase their strength by hun- 
dreds of divisions in time of 
emergency, he said. 

The Reserve Militia, as ex- 
plained by Col Vichai, will repre- 
sent a strong military backing 
and give bargaining power 
against any country coming on 
an ggressive course inst 
Thailand. “ee 

“Of course, we have no desire 
to go into any battle, but to 
prevent this we must have 
enough military strength to 
make our enemy realise the 
potential outcome if they decide 
to go to war with us,” Col Vichai 
said. 

But how can the Reserve Mili- 
tia assert its role when there 


have already been several power 
groups established by the Gem. 
ernment to counter untoward at- 


tempts against national -se 
curity? 

Col Vichai explained: “We 
have village scouts and village 
volunteers as different forms of 
power groups. They are capable 
of demonstrating their united 
force against internal aggression 
toward the nation, the religion 
and the monarchy, but when it 
comes to aggression of outside 
forces against the national se- 
curity they are limited.”

The Reserve Militia has 
higher capability than the vil- 
lage scouts and village volun- 
teers. They are ready to be orga- 
nised into an army and have 
been accustomed to all kind of 
war weapons when compared to 
the village volunteers who are 
equipped with only shotguns. 

Col Vichai said the militia 
force would need little training 
as they are familiar with the 
military system. 

“Many may laugh if I say that 
we hope that we could get the 
Reserve Militia force in combat 
readiness within three days.” 

Col Vichai said whether this 
was possible depends on arms 
stock and su from allies. 

He said iland is the front 
gate of ASEAN. If individual 
members of the community want 
to safeguard their own stability, 
they must support their front 
gate first. 

Col Vichai added that the Re- 
serve Militia for National Se- 
curity has been projected to be 
fully in shape by 1986, but its 
success is still dependent on vital 
bodies: the working groups at the 
district and provincial level 
which are now launching the 
campaign to persuade ex-con- 
scripts to join the programme.
